SENATE. 


SIXTIETH DAY’s PROCEEDINGS. 


THURSDAY, Feb. 5. 

The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor in the Chair. 

Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Mason of 
the city. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap-. 
proved. 

Mr. Nicholson rose to a question of 
persunal privilege. He said he had 
never before intruded himself upon 
the Senate upon a privilege question, 
and desired to be heard in this in- 
stance. The reportof the Monday 
night proceedings of the DAILY 
News did him injustice, and while 
he was satisfied that the courteous 
reporter of that journal in this body 
did not intend to misrepresent him, 
yet his “ews: & to his constituency re- 
quired that he should make an expla- 
tion, and though he weuld try to be 
calm in so doing, he might get 
warmed up before he got through. 
He stated that the News’ report 
showed that he came in the Senate 
Chamber. with Messrs. Cowles, 
Avera and others after the opening of 
the Senate, when such wasn >t the 
case. He came in a few minutes 
after those gentlemen, and just asthe 
vote had been announced recindin 
his resolution providing for nigh 
sessions. He asked the courtesy of 
the Senate to be allowed him to re- 
cord his vote in the neyative on the 
resolution and was refused. Mr. 
Nicholson proceeded to excoriate the 
Senate for such action, and conclud- 
ed by asking again the privilege of 
recording his vote, at the same time 
stating thatif he was not allowed 
this privilege he would offer a protest 
to besprexd upon the journal, and if 
this was refused he would publish 
the whole proceedings, &¢., &c. 

On motion of Mr. Grandy, Mr. 
Nicholson was allowed to record his 
vote as he desired. 

Mr. Ellis, af Catawba, who stated 
that he was detained from his seat 
Monday night on accountof sickness, 
desired to record his vote in the neg- 
ative on the vote rescinding the reso- 
Jution in regard to night sessions. 

Reports of Standing Committees 
were submitted by Mr. Love, from 
Propositions and Grievances, a bill 
prohibit the sale of liquor in certain 
localities, accompanied by a substi- 
tute offered by the Committee.

the State debt, known as the North 
Carolina Railroad construction vonds 
issued by acts of. the General Assem- 
bly of 1848-’49, chapter 32, together 
with all coupons attached or detached 
not already paid or funded, shall be 
issued and shall be signed by the 
Governor and countersigned by the 
Treasurer of the State, affixed and 
the said bonds shall be in denomina- 
tion of $100, $500 and $1,000, and the 
coupons shall be authenticated by the 
engrossed signature of the ‘Treasurer. 
Adopted, | 

The second amended offered by 
Mr. Worth reads ‘substitute for sec- 
tion 4,” of the original bill, ‘‘that the 
said bonds shall remain in the office 
of the Treasurer of the State, and 
shall be held by him for the follow- 
ing purpose, and no other, to wit: 
To be exchanged for the outstanding 
‘bonds issued for constructing the 
North Carolina railroad, under acts 
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two, or fifty cents in the dollar, in- 
cluding all due coupons, _ either 
attached or detached, not paid or 
funded, upon the same terms.’’ 
Adopted. 

The third amendment proposed by 
the same Senator, reads, add to sec- 
tion 5, of the original bill, ‘‘Provided, 
further,that whenever such exchange 
of bonds shall have been made, the 
dividends which may accrue to the 
State as stockholders in the North 
Carolina Railroad Company shall be 
applied to the payment of interest on 
suid bonds in lieuof the tax herein 
levied, in which event no tax shall 
ve collected.” 

The fourth amendment proposed 
by the same Senator, amends section 
5 of the bill by striking out ‘*25” in 
line 3, and insert “‘8’”’; and’ striking 
a in line 4, ‘‘75 cents,’’ and insert 
The fifth amendment adds to sec- 
tion 4 of the bill, ‘‘and it shall be the 
further duty of ‘said’ Treasurer and 
Commissioners to with all the 
creditors of the State as fhrns possi- 
ble, and ascertain upon what terms 
they will compromise the balance of 
the State debt, and report to the next 
session of the General Assembly.’’ 
Section seven of the printed bill,

HARRISON, who was slaughtered in 
1866 to give place tou Gen. Jos. R. 
HAWLEY, more popular then because 
of his service in the army. Gen. 
HAWLEY is said to have promised to 
be content with a single term, and to 
withdraw in the next contest in favor 
of Mr. HARRISON, which promise he 
failed to keep. HawLry becamea 
candidate a second time and was de- 
feated, chiefly by reason of the disaf- 
fection of the friends of HARRISON, 
it is said. 

The indications now are that the 
HAWLEY influence in Connecticut 
will be entirely withdrawn from the 
support of HARRISON, or at least, so 
feebly given as to secure his defeat. 
We sincerely trust so. The adminis- 
tration at Washington deserves to re- 
ceive again and again the rebuke 
administered by the Fall elections in 
Ohio, Kansas and elsewhere. If 
New Hampshire and Con necticut 
which are the first States holding 
elections in the Spring, shall array 
themselves in the line of States de- 


voted to just and constitutional gov- 
ernment, we have great hope of the 
speedy coming of a better day in

Elections—Riot and 
The codshed. 

Lonpon, Feb. 5.—Disraelli address- 
ed a meeting at Newport yesterday. 
{n the course of his remarks he said, 
(¢tadstone’s Irish policy had utterly 
faited. Instead of producing tran- 
guility in the country, Ireland was 
now in a more disturbed state and 
nore pringently governed that ever 
before. He said but that for the Uni- 
versity of London, Mr. Lowe would 
be without a seat in Parliament. His 
unpopularity was such that his ap- 
pearance on any hustings would en- 
danger his life. Throughout the 
whole of Disraelli’s speech, the mob 
pelted with stones the windows of 
the hallin which the mecting was 
held. They attempted ts break up 
the meeting, when a free fight en- 
sued. 

Polling at Hackney has been de- 
clared void because of informatity. 
Additional returns show that the 
Conservatives have gained one seat, 
in each, at Buckingham, Canterbury, 
Christ Church, Marylebone, New 
Castle-on-the-Tyne, Salisbury and St. 
Ives, and the Liberal have gained 
one in each, at Abingdon, Hantle- 

ool, Monmouth and Stockport. The 
Liberal members of Parliament have 


bee: reelected from Darlington, 
Hudd>rsfield, Hull, Leicester and 


Perctn by a large majority. Numdella 
and Roebuck ure elected from Shef- 
field, Roebuck heading by one hun- 
tired votes. Mr. Forsyth, Conserva- 
tive at Marylebone, had a majority of 
1,500 over tne Liberal candidate. Sir 
Joseph Cowen, Radical, was returned 
from New-Castle-on-the-Tyne by 2,- 
000 majority over his Conservative 
opponent. The home rule candi- 
date has been elected in the Irish 
constituency of Mallow, and Young 
Hall county of Cork. At Stately 
ridge, Laneatershire, serious riots 
oceurred during thetprogress of the 
che election, and many persons were 
injured. At Dumont, Woreester- 
shire, a eonfiict occurred between the 
imported mob of Irish and miners. A 
number of houses were ransacked 
aud much property destroyed. The 
riot act was read, all shops closed and 
it is was feared the whole population 
would rise against the intruders. A 
company of soldiers was seut from 
Birmingham to aid the authorities in 
the restoration of order. 
Famous in Death. 

New York, Feb. 5.—A dispatch 
from Richmond, Va., says that the 
Scientific Medical Commission, from 
Philadelphia, arrived at Mount Airy 
on Saturday last. On Sunday a con- 
sultation was had with the wives of 
the Siamese twins, which resulted in 


obtaining their consent to the propo- | 


sition of the commission on condi- 
tion and with the distinct under- 
-tanding that the bodies should not 
be mutilated. The Commission re- 
paired to the cellar where the remains 
of the twins were and opened the cof- 
tin,and then removed the inner coffin 
to aroom above. The bodies were in 
vood order. Chang’s features were 
horribly distorted,those of Eng vee 
natural.

A partial embalmment 
of the bodies was then performed, 
and the bodies once more covered in 
the coffin securely soldered in atin 
box, again boxed, and, after obtain- 
ing the consent of the widows, re- 
moved them to Mount Airy and 
thence to the railroad station for 
iransportation to Philadelphia.

FRIM WASHINGTON. 


Congressional Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The House 
spent most of the — session on the 
army appropriation bill, but did not 
finish it. 

The bill extending the time to com- 
plete the railroad to Louisiana from 
the Texas State line to the Missis- 
sippi river, opposite Vicksburg, was 
reported by Morey, from the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands, and sent to 
the Committee of the Whole. 

SENATE.—West’s bill to improve 
the mouth of the Mississippi river as 
passed by the Senate, directs the Sec- 
retary of War to assume full control 
over the particular channel at the 
mouth of the Mississippi river in 
course of excavation, or its improve- 
ment by the government of the 
United States so far as may be neces- 
sary to the carrying on and the pro- 
tection of such excavations and im- 
provement, and until the same be 
completed; and he may establish such 
regulations respecting the use of or 
passage through such channel as he 
shall deem needful to fully protect 
the channel and to facilitate the ex- 
cavation, improvement use 
thereof for ten years, consecutively, 
and to publish the provisions of the 
act in two daily papers published in 
New Orleans, and the same in like 
manner to be changed from time to 
time, and any person interfering with 
or obstructing or attempting to ob- 
struct the said improvements, and 
any person who shall wilfully or 
negligently strand or sink any boat 
or craft in said channel, or who shall 
wilfully or negligently obstruct said 
channel, or cause any impairment, 
injury, filling up or shoaling therein 
slall be guilty of a misdemeador, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars, or imprisonment for not more 
than six months. or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court, 

A long discussion ensued over the 
bankrupt bill. 

Carpenter’s bill to restore the rights 
of the State of Louisiana, conmmences 
with a long preambie, declaring that 
there is no Governor, Lieut. Govern- 
or, Secretary of State, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Auditor of Public Accounts, 
Superintendent of Education or Leg- 
islature elected by legal voters of the 
State of Louisiana according to the 
Constitution and laws thereof, and 
there is no provision in said Consti- 
tution and law for the election of said 
State officers before the next regular 


election to be held in November, 


1876. That the said officers are now 
filled ‘‘de facto” by persons claiming 
to hold them under a_ pretended, 
fraudulent and void canvass of the 
votes given at the last general elec- 
tion, and that a pretended Legislature 
has been organized in pursuance 
of illegal general orders, issued by a 
Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court; that the President’s procla- 
mation recognizing the said persons 
as legal officers of said State, was is- 
sued upon the representations of said 

rsons, Who it now appears are not 
egal officers; that the people of 
Louisiana are in danger of being op- 
yressed and involved in vexatious 
itigation by the acts of the pretend- 
ed Legislature, and that the public 
peace in Louisiana is now preserved 
and ean only be preserved during the 
existing state of things at the expense 
of the United States,and by’retaining 
apart of the army in said State. 
Therefore, the bill provides for hold- 
ing an election in Louisiana on the 
fourth Tuesday of next May for the 
above named State officers, and for 
such members of the Legislature as 
ought to have been chosen on No- 
vember 4th, 1872. ‘The President of 
the United States is required to ap- 
point some person or designate some 
vflicer of the army not below the 
rank of Major-General to act as 
Superintendentof said election. This 
Superintendent is toappointtwo citi- 
zens of Lousisiana of opposite politi- 
cal parties to be State Registers. The 
registration is to be commenced 
within 20 days after the enactment of 
this bill, and to be completed 10 days 
prior to the date of the election. 
fhese Registrars are required to ap- 
point twoSupervisorsof Registration 
of opposite political parties in each 
Parish, except Jefferson and Orleans, 
for the former of which there are to 
be four Supervisors, and for the latter, 
two in each ward. The proceeds will 
be ata great length to prescribe the 
details of the registration and elec- 
tion. These provisions being sub- 
stantially the same as those contain- 
ed in the Carpenters bill of last year. 
In case the appoints a 
civilian to be the Superintendent of 
the election, the latter is to receive 
five thousand dollars for his services, 
and ifany army officer shall be ap- 
pointed Superintendent, and shall 
wilfully fail to perform the duties 
prescribed by thbis bill, he shall be 
fined, not exceeding one thousand 
dollars or imprisved at hard labor,not 
exceeding one year. The bill also 
provides that it shall be lawful for the 
President of the United States to 
employ such part of the land, and 
naval forces of the United States as 
shall be necessary toaid in the execu- 
tion of the judicial processes to carry 
out and enforce its provisions, and to 
maintain the public peace, and to 
sustain the officers appointed under 
this act in the discharge of their 
duties, and any act done by any per- 
son claiming to be an officer of the 
State of Louisiana, or any process 
issued by any State Court or officer 
to enjoin or interfere with the execu- 
tion of this act, is to be treated as 
absolutely void.

EVANSVILLE, Feb. 5.—At 8 o’clock 
this morning a fire was discovered 
issuing from the grocery of M Mehrs, 
corner of Heidledbach Avenue and 
John street, and ina few moments 
the building was enveloped in flames. 
The inmates of the house were Mehrs 
and his wile, six children, his father- 
in-law and barkeeper, named George. 
Of these only the father-in-law and 
two children escaped from the flames. 
Mehrs father-in-law says that he was 
awakened by smoke, and that he 
heard the cries of fire, and ealled the 
barkKeeper, who could not be awaken- 
ed. Mrs. Mehrs, he said, had rushed 
out of the house with two children 
which she dropped,and then returned 
to the house, but never came forth 
again. As scon as ossible, search 
was made for the and all the 
missing ones were found. Mehrs 
had the yourgest child clasped tight- 
ly in his arms. The remains of all 
the victims were Charred.

Enehsh Elections. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Times anti-_ 
cipates a large majority for the Con- 
servatives in the English elections, 
but says the Scotch and Irish votes 
will turn the scale in favor of the 
Liberals.
